National Accident Prevention Drive 


Will be Conducted on Those 


Under Federal Control 


OCTOBER 18 TO 31 INCLUSIVE 


Plan Involves Intensified Effort 
to 


Prevent AN Accidents Dur-

The "National Railroad Accident 


Prevention Drive'' will be conduct- 
ed by all railroads 
under federal 


oontrol from October IS to 31, in- 
stead of the Pennsylvania alone, ac- 
"ording to information just received 
lere. 
If was at first thought that 


he special 
campaign was - to be 


itaged by the Pennsylvania railroad 
ilone, as it sent 
a1 special' train 


hrough here last week, instructing 
ill employes regarding safety de- 
ices. The special effort is in charge 
>f the safety section of the I'niteil 
tates "railroad 
administration, 


•hich recognizes thnt many acci- 
eiits are avoidable and that most 
f them can be prevented by the ex- 
rcise of greater cure on the part 
f all concerned. 
The plan involves 
an intensified 


ffort to prevent all accidents dnr- 
ig the period of the drive, by pub- 
city meetings, and the definite in- 
ructiqn and education of^all em- 
loves to the end that they will un- 
erstnnd 
that 'Safety is the most 


important consideration in the oper- 
ation of railroads. 


It is the purpose of the railroad 


administration to demonstrate, in 
this maiiuer, thnb most 
accidents. 


are avoidable and unnecessary; and 
to definitely impress everyone with 
the-fact thai the record can 
and 


must be materially improved. 


On all railroads 
under 
federal 


control, there are today some 1200 
safety committees, composed of ap- 
proximately 2o,000 officers and em- 
ployes, the latter predominating, who 
meet even- thirty 
days to discuss 


ways and means of preventing rail- 
road accidents. Of this number, 65 
committees 
with a membership of 


10G5 
officers and employes, are local 


to the Pennsylvania Lines west, and 
the impending 
campaign centers ' 


about these committees, all of which 
are taking an active interest in the 
preparations -being made. . 


The people iii charge of, this cam- 


paign believe that if not only the 
employes, but the public generally 
can be properly interested in

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Reforming Government Finances 


The movement to reform govern- 


ment finances lias received more im- 
petus by the special committee of 
the house of representatives whieh 
has completed the draft of a 'budget 
bill and has submitted it to the 
house. At the same time hut inde- 
pendent of the budget measure, Re- 
presentative Good, chairman of the 
appropriations committee, who of- 
fered the bill-in the house, has pro- 
posed a Jiew rule,, in~" the. house 
whereby the 'appropriations commit- 
tee w-oalo! tie enlarged to thirty-fire 
members and would have jurisdic- 
tiofa over appropriation 
measures. 


As thus'enlarged it would be tho 
budget.committee and would consid- 
er the annual budget. 


While this centralization of 
thq 


jurisdiction over appropriations is 
not entirely essential to make the 
budget system a success, 3Ir. Good 
as well as many other members are 
convinced it will be to the public 
advantage. 
It is obvious that no 


such sweeping change can be accom- 
plished -without siome controversy. A 
number of the democratic leaders 
including Claude 
Kitehin. 
former 


chairman of the ways and means 
committee are fighting it. 


Mr. Good predicts early action by 


the house on the budget bill. The 
measure as it stands is based on the 
Good bill and differs from it chiefly 
in detail.
